runs out between Marmora 
sea and Black sea that It can 


be attacked by land from only llic one 
direction, the west, and from the sea 
only by a fleet that had succeeded in 
forcing Its way Into the sea of Mar- 
mora, through either of the straits ap- 
'proaching it. 
In Iho possession of 


Russia or Germany it could be made 
almost impregnable. 


The city is old In historical associa- 


tions, having been the capital of the 
eastern Roman empire for over eleven 
centuries, and since the collapse of that 
great power the head of the Ottoman 
empire. Its streets are narrow, but Its 
many mosques, witli their peculiar 
architectural effects of dome and pin- 
nacle, give it a striking and picturesque 


• appearance. Its surface Is irregular, k 


being, like Rome, a. city built on seven 
hills. 
Its docks, built under German influ- 


ence and with German capital, are ex- 
cellent 
and 
afford 
ample 
wharfage 


space for Turkish commerce, although 
the trade has not been very great. 


After the Crimean war, through the 


treaty of July, 1S41. confirmed by the 
peace of Paris, 1S3G, it was prescribed 
that no foreign warship might enter the 
strait and merchantmen may do so 
only by (lay. 
The climate is very 


agreeable, except that it is variable, as 
north winds prevail over the south 


inds, or are in turn overcome by the 


mild breezes. 
The population is nearly 


a million, made up mostly of Moslems, 
Greeks, Armenians 
and Jews,- with 


nearly 150,000 foreigners. 


Of course the military object of the 


allied forces upon Constantinople is to 
destroy the capital and power of one 
of the nations waging war ngalnst 
thorn, but the direct consequence o£ the 
occupation of the city will ba to open 
communication with the ports of Rus- 


sia, and thereby that empire will be. 
able to receive by sea munitions and 
supplies greatly needed to carry on the 
war and to release to her allies large 
supplies of grain, especially wheat, 01 
which there are said to be 200,000,000 
bushels ready for export. 
Wonderful Changes Wrought. 


Of the HO.000,000 inhabitants of the 


empire over 100,000,000 are in Euro- 
pean Russia, and the southern portion 
of it—that which lies toward the Black 
and the Caspian seas—is the progress- 
ive part. 


Xo place In "Europe has undergone 


such changes in the past few years as 
Constantinople. The fetters of medie- 
valism that once held it so tirmly have 
been loosened, tho <iuaintness of the 


old regime that had so strong a fasci- 
nation for the visitor and charmed and 
held tho resident In spite of the injus- 
tice, cruelty and suspicion to .which he 
was subjected has passed. 
The an- 


cient custom's are dying out; the old 
usages are things of the past. 


The parish dogs arc gone and the 


streets have been cleaned, the narrow 
thoroughfares .in many cases being 
widened, the hainals are giving way to 
the express carriers and the sedan 
chairs and the old horse teams are re- 
placed by electric cars. Modernity with 
all its gifts has crept in and however 
much the sentimental and artistic de- 
plored the passing of the picturesque 
Constantinople soon lost its Astatic 
character and became as European as 
any other city of the continent. 


Its pomp and gorgeousness will he 


missed most, of all. Those who remem- 
her the selamlik of sis years ago will 
find this great pageant buried, almost 
forgotten. 
Me-hmed V. went to the 


mosque on l-'ridays. as sultans have 
clone for centuries, but h« was In a 
carriage that drove scarcely noticed 
even by his own subjects as it threaded 
its way through the streets. 
Contrast 


this simple spectacle with tho marshal- 
ing of troops, the clearing of the thor- 
oughfares by outriders and heralds and 
the advance of Abdul Hamiu in fear 
and trembling, guarded by thousands 
of soldiers—contrast these two selam- 
liks and yon can have an idea of the 
change that a few years have brought 
to the city by the Bosporus. 


H was a great task to widen the 


streets in accordance with the demands 
of increasing traffic and drastic meas- 
ures were employed by the committee 
that had the work in charge. In Ktani- 
boul conditions were worse perhaps 
than in any other part of..Constanti- 
nople. The ramshackle, devious streets, 
with now and then a grand mosque, a 
dingy caravanserai, a crumbling palace 
or a desolate garden, 
covered the 


grandeur and luxury of a past age. 
Again and again every district had 
been swept by fire, and the houses that 
were put up over the ruins grew more 
and more miserable after each con- 
|(lagration. The Turks simply smooth- 
ed the ground and rebuilt. 
Beneath 


might be the halls of a mansion of the 
great age, disclosed now and then by 
the subsidence of the earth. 
Tt never 


bothered the man on the surface, but 
the caverns that were thus formed be- 
came the refuges of dervishes, home- 
less people and malefactors. 


When these squatters were disturbed 


they rose in rebellion and for blocks 
workmen had to light their way. 
But 


Djemll Pasha, the mayor, persevered. 
He demolished old eyesores, ho built 
new streets, and he laid out attractive 
public parks. To create the largest and 
most 
beautiful 
of 
these 
breathing 


places for the people he transformed 
Ihe gardens of the famous To'pkapou 
palace nt fl^raglio point into a. park 
with fountains and promenades. 


Formerly tho only society of Con- 


stantinople was that of the diplomatic 
world. 
With the. new reglmo came 


more social interchange among the peo- 
ple themselves. To such receptions as 
there were in the old regime in Stam- 
boul the ladies were generally carrier! 
in sedan chairs. The hamals waited in 
tho courtyards, often spending their 
time tinkering at their ancient chairs. 
Some of these old sedans had served 
for centuries.

VERY year sees some powerful 


additions to the navy of Uncle 
Sam. The latest additions are 
tho submarine L-I, the .largest 


wnderwaUr vessel thus far built for the 
United States navy, and the super- 
Dreadnought Pennsylvania. 


The L-I was launched at the yr-.nls 


of the Fore River Shipbuilding en;.>- 
ration and is one of sov<-n vessel? of the 
same typo which have been authorized. 
She registers 450 tons and measures 
165 feet over all. If contract stipula- 
tions are fulfilled she will develop a 


speed of fourteen knots i-n the surface 
and. ten knots suhnierccd. Mrs. Kr.z.i- 
beth Scott Daubiii, wife of I,:f«!<-nant 
Freelanrt A. Pauhin, who is to be ihe 
first comm.iudcr of Ihe L-I, was cho- 
sen to christen tho vessel. 


The Pennsylvania is or.a of the most 


powerful warships In the world. 
A 


ship of state truly when one realizes 
that even her immediate predecessors, 
the Oklahoma and Nevada, which are 
admittedly the most perfectly protect- 
ed shipa as yet designed,.will be out- 
classed. 
The principal dimensions of 


this ship are: Length over all, 625 feet, 
with a heam or breadth of 97 feet nnd a 
draft of 29 feet on a displacement of 
31,000 tons on trial. 


The Pennsylvania's armament con- 


sists of twelve fourteen-inch 
guns, 


which are mounted on four turrets on 
the center lino of the ship, thr^e guns

RUTLAND, VI,, April 3.—The night 


of a missionary family,

ter just received here. 


The writer, Mrs. Florence 
White 


Outer, a Seventh Day Adventist mis- 
sionary, tells of tho sacking and mini- 
ng of the village of Meondoab and of 
ho subsequent Ilight of Rev. Jir. Os- 
ter. herself and her child, from Mar- 
agha when the tribesmen 
threatened 


that place. 


"Children were Ihrown into icy riv- 


ers and women were treated dreadfully 
during the sacking of Meondoab, ac- 
cording to the letter, which continues: 


"We left .\laragha hy night with Ihe 


Russian army of SOOO men retreating 
from Meondoab. 1 rode the horse with 
otn- four-weeks'-old baby, while 
Mr. 


Oster led him. That lirst night and 
day r kept the saddle for 11 hours 
without a lest. 


"We fell off the horse once right in 


a small fire-am. 
A soldier helped us, a 


bit. He thought baby was a bundle of, 
something we did not wish so threw 
her over to one side of the road. Baby 
seemed to enjoy the ride and did not 
care how much she "was jolted. 


"We havo been wonderfully caretl for 


by God. The Kurds and Turks took 
this place also, but no murdering took 
place. Now the Russians have taken 
Tabriz and we feel quite sate again. 


"Just six miles' from here SCO Kurds 


were killed, 500 taken prisoners and 
about 
oOO escaped. The ground was 


strewn with their bodies. Because of 
the defeat wo fear they will take vcn- 
gcarijc.e on Maragha. As yet the Rus- 
sians are not strongly enforced enough 
to go down to Maragha. "We do not 
know if they must wait until they get 
through lighting the Germans or not. 


"We have seen more real suffering. 


Hundreds 
ot 
refugees 
are fleeing 


through the snow barefoot. 
Many are 


dying from starvation. 


"We are kindly cared for here by the 


Presbyterian missionaries from Amer- 
ica. They have given us a room in the 
girls' school and we are boarding our- 
selves. 
"We are not yet out of danger, 


for the Turks are stronger near the 
boundary, and with the Kurds to help, 
we surely have something 
to 
fear.

TEACHERS' BILLS ARE HELD UP 


—MEN AND WOMEN AT ODDS 
ON PENSION PLANS 


BOSTON', April 3.—Trouble is brew- 


ng between the women teachers in 
:he elementary grades of the Boston 
schools and the men and women teach- 
ers who are receiving the higher sal- 
aries. 


The difficulty is over the 
Boston 


teachers' pension bills now before the 
egislaturo. So bitter is the light be- 
coming that Jho. .pension hills .have 
been all held up in Ihe senate. 
Object of the Bills 


Tho elementary • teachers presented 


bills in the legislature tills year au- 
thorizing the appropriation of 5 cents 
more of the lax rate for their pension 
fund. 
The men teachers and such 


women as arc Teccivinp; ' the 
higher 


salaries barked a hill to increase the 
maximum pension from $500 to $1000 


year. 
All three bills went to the senate for 


action first. 


Tho men's hill was put on the table 


to await the passage of the women's 
bill. 


Th«n Mayor C'urley nnrl the women 


teachers renched a compromise, and 
instead of the women's bill a new bill 
was substituted whereby an additional 
appropriation of 2 rents of the tux 
rate- would be provided for pensions. 


This stirred up the men teachers. 


*.vho began to fear that tho increase

he exact directions given by the man- 
ufacturer. A mixer saves time on tlie 
kneading, and inny lie utilized for more 
han one kind.of bread. Many people 
lowever, cling to hand-kncedlng meth- 
ods, and the directions in this article 
apply to those.

Practically every speech had some refer- 
ence to Lowell, directly or indirectly. If there vere any persons present 
unfamiliar with this city, they were justified in llimknip; that Lowell is a 
nursery of contagious disease and that our officials are absolutely in 
different to the health conditions of the city. 


Dr. MeLau«hlin spoke more particularly on the. discovery and treat-
